WESTERLY'S WATER WORKS. 


A decree has been entered in the United 


States circuit court which 
permits 
the 


town of Westerly to proceed wltb 
the 


construction of Its own water works. The 
decree is in accordance with the decision 
ot Justices Colt and Brown that was re- 
cently rendered, and as the preliminary 
injunction is now dissolved, there will be 
nothing to prevent the final completion of 
the new water works, tor It will be two 
or three years before there can be a bear- 
ing before th Supreme Court ot the United 
States even if the water works company 
decides to take the case there. 


The dissolution of the preliminary in- 


junction docs not finally dispose ot the 
case 
in the Rhode Island courts, 
for 


there Is yet to he the entry of a flnal 
rlecree dismissing the bill, or else an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court. This cannot 
be ilone until 'he taking of testimony 
before a master, which is now in progress, 
is concluded. That may not be until fall, 
and the testimony will be required if the 
case goes to Washington. 


Negotiations nre now under way for a 


pacific settlement of tlic dispute between 
the town and the water works. If tliey 
arc concluded It will put an end to all fur- 
ther litigation, tlie water works company 
will receive a fair sum and the town will 
furnish Its own water. 


Tho water company had contemplated 


asking the circuit court for a re-hearing 
on the question of preliminary injunction 
but that was abandoned yesterday morn-

The 
sheer will be less than on the Caswcl). and 
the craft as a whole will be abler and bet- 
ter filled to encounter the hard knocks 
that arc to be met In a voyage between 
Xarragausett Pier and 
Newport. The 


Caswell has done the work required of her 
In a very saiisfactory way for a number 
of years, and could still continue to do so, 
but the government officials hive decided 
that a boat that goes outside to the es- 
tent that the Caswell does Is an 
ocean 


and not a bay steamer, aud requires col- 
lision bulkheads and certain other struct- 
ural conditions which she does not pos- 
sess. To put these 
In a boat like 
the 


Caswell would cost so much lhat It was 
decided lhat It would bo cheaper and bet- 
ter to build a new boat rather than to 
change the old; hence the 
new Pier 


steamer. 


No name having been given to the crafl 


ivhen. she was launched from Ihe yard of 
Robert Palmer £ Sons, al Noauk, April 24. 
no name can be given her here. It is un- 
derslooil that a 
member of the Hazard 


family now in California will decide on 
the name by 
which the vessel 
will be 


known on Ihe register, and until this de- 
cision is received the boat must remain 
without a name. 


The craft was designed by Caplain G. 


S. Daboll of Xoank, who designed the Cas- 
vvcll nineteen years ago, and was built iu 
the same yard in which her predecessor 
was constructed. The new boat of course 
represents a different idea from that rep- 
resented by the Caswell, for in the lasl 
nineteen years there has been a great ad- 
vance in marine engineering, • and what 
was all right for the traveling public of 
1S7C would be today antiquated. The lK>at 
lias to meet a variety of seas not encoun- 
tered by the ordinary river or bay steam- 
er, as the trip to Xarragansett Pier, as 
many know to their sorrow, is at limes 
not a holiday vacation but an ocean voy- 
age. To meet Ihe requirements 
of the 


government a 
number of changes were 


necessary, and these changes have been 
made in the new boat, which has three 
water bulkheads and an. equipment of life- 
boats and life preservers that comes with- 
in the requirements of the law.
